Western countries, ' As to this, 
if. tlie Japdneso are: satisfied ‘they cio do 
withont the foreigners we think they would 
gain little by retaining them in order to 
cnty favour with the Wesiern Powers or 
to avoid producing a bad impression. * To 
be ruled. by considerations of what pcople 
will thinkis seldom good policy, us illustrated 
by the falle of the old man and his donkey. 
It is rather unfortunate, we.think, that. at 
the present juneture if should have. been 
suggested to the Japuncse that it would he 
advisable to retain . foreigners in their em- 
ploy for-supposed collateral advautages in- 
dependent of the direct services rendered by 
the employés, If the. Japaneso were in- 
fluenced by such considerations we- contd 
have little tespect for their independence, and 
such, we think, would be tle view takon by 
foreign Govern ments. The only question to be 
consideredis whether the Japanese can-safoly 
discard theassistance of foreign employés. On 
this. point we agree with our Yokohaina con- 
temporary when it says that thoso who know 
Japan-best are aware that the. civilisation it 
has adopted from us is characterised. by ex- 
tremo artificiality in many ‘important: par- 
ticulars; and that’ one of tho effects of. 
foreigners residing and imparting instruc. 
tion in the. country: is ‘the deepening and 
rendering thorough of what lias been hitber- 
to..byt, superficially and partially aequired. 
The wholesdle dismissal of foreigners must 
therefore -be regarded ae a grave mistake. 
The Japaiese with their usual nevtenese will 
doubtless discover that: it is so befor long, 
but when that -tima comes they will. be
